Donna  and  Edward  Golden 
are  wanted  on  charges  of 
cruelty  to  animals,  abandon¬ 
ment  of  animals  and  crimi¬ 
nal  mischief. 

Gross  said  the  Goldens 
were  no-shows  in  Harrison 
District  Court  on  Monday 


where  they  were  to  appear 
on  unrelated  charges. 

After  leaving  the  Penn 
Street  property  nearly  two 
weeks  ago,  the  couple  was 
staying  with  friends  in  the 
area.  However,  at  one  point 
they  left  Harrison  County 
and  moved  in  with  friends  in 
Morehead,  Ky.,  according  to 
Gross. 

Gross  said  authorities 
have  been  contacted  and 
e-warrants  are  on  record.

50  years  in  prison  for  convicted  killer

It’s  over. 

And  that,  Dora  Clair  says,  gives 
her  some  satisfaction. 

However,  she  remains  frustrated 
after  her  daughter’s  murderer  was 
sentenced  last  week  in  Pendleton 
County  Circuit  Court. 

“He  refused  to  give  a  statement,” 
Clair  said.  “I  wanted  to  know  why 


he  did  what  he  did.” 

Clair  said  she  was  initially  prom¬ 
ised  a  written  statement  from  Bass 
Webb  as  part  of  the  plea  agreement 
in  the  murder  of  her  daughter, 
Bryia  Runiewicz. 

However,  when  Webb  appeared 
before  Judge  Jay  Delaney  last 
Wednesday  to  change  his  plea, 
again,  Webb  heard  the  sentence  of 


50  years  in  prison,  then  was  lead 
from  the  courtroom. 

As  jail  officials  escorted  Webb 
away,  he  turned  and  offered  Clair 
and  her  family  a  taunting  smirk. 

“I’d  like  to  smack  that  smirk 
right  off  his  face,”  Clair  said.  “But  I 
can’t  do  that.  He  has  all  the  rights.  I 
have  none.”

•Brown  bankruptcy 

Judge  denies 
request  to 
recover 
estate  money

A  bankruptcy  judge  has 
said  no  to  a  motion  for  the 
turnover  of  $417,414.43  to  the 
debtor’s  estate. 

On  Thursday,  Sept.  20, 
Judge  Joseph  M.  Scott  Jr. 
denied  the  motion  filed 
by  the  trustee,  James 
Westenhoefer,  for  the  recov¬ 
ery  of  funds  being  held  by 
Kay  Brown’s  brother,  R.B. 
Kirk. 

The  judge  noted  that  the 
proper  procedure  for  recov¬ 
ery  of  property  from  a  third 
party  is  through  an  adver¬ 
sary  case. 

The  judge  also  ruled 
that  an  attorney  for  the 
trustee,  Westenhoefer,  is  a 
valid  request.  John  Sims  of 
Atkinson  Simms  &  Kermode 
was  appointed  to  represent 
the  trustee  in  the  estate  of 
Kay  Brown  in  the  appeal  of 
an  Aug.  24  order  granting  the 
settlement  agreement  and 
authorizing  the  transfer  of 
assets. 

According  to  the  settle¬ 
ment  agreement,  which 
Judge  Scott  signed,  the 
Brown  parties  (Jim  Brown, 
his  brother  Paul  as  guard¬ 
ian,  and  Richard  Wehrle  as 
conservator)  assert  that  all 
of  the  properties  listed  in 
Kay  Brown’s  schedule  were 
fraudulently  transferred  by 
Mrs.  Brown  from  Mr.  Brown 
to  herself  following  Mr. 
Brown’s  stroke. 

The  Brown  parties 
acknowledge  that  the  former 
IGA  property  in  Paintsville 
does  belong  to  Kay  Brown. 

It  was  the  judge’s  conclu¬ 
sion  in  the  settlement  agree¬ 
ment  that  Jim  Brown’s  prop¬ 
erties  should  be  returned  to 
him. 

No  date  has  been  set  to 
hear  Kay  Brown’s  appeal.

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Gym  renovation  interferes  with  haunted  maze

The  Rev.  Ross  Park 
Committee  was  told  they  need 
to  find  a  new  place  to  hold 
their  haunted  maze  again  this 
year.

Williams  told  members  of  the 
Cynthiana  City  Commission 
that  the  haunted  maze  is  the 
organization’s  largest  fund 
raiser  for  the  year.  Proceeds 
help  support  the  annual  bike 
race  and  Easter  egg  hunt. 

Williams  asked  if  the  City 
Hall  gym  would  be  ready  and 
available  to  hold  the  annual 
haunted  maze. 

Commissioner  Billy 


Grayson  said  scheduling  the 
completion  of  the  gym  in  time 
for  winter  basketball  is  the 
city’s  priority  and  that  there 
are  several  things  planned  to 
get  the  floor  done  quickly. 

However,  he  said  the  floor 
will  not  be  ready  to  meet 
Williams’  request. 

“There’ll  be  no  plumbing 
and  likely  no  floors  in  the 
restrooms,”  Grayson  said. 

Committee  member  Lois 
Gross  asked  if  this  request 
was  going  to  have  to  be  made 
every  year  or  if  they  could 
just  get  approved  then  auto¬ 
matically  have  it  every  year. 

Grayson  said  the  new 


Parks  and  Rec  board  will 
likely  be  the  overseers  of  the 
refurbished  gym.  However, 
Grayson  noted  that  there  has 
been  money  donated  for  the 
gym’s  renovations  and  that 
the  city  needs  to  make  sure 
that  the  gym  is  not  reverted 
back  to  its  pre-renovation  con¬ 
dition. 

“We  have  an  obligation 
to  those  people  to  maintain 
this,”  Grayson  said. 

“Keep  in  mind  this  is  recre¬ 
ation  too,”  Williams  said  of 
the  maze.

Physicians  could  face  issues  with 

House  Bill  1

Senator  R.  J.  Palmer  recently  defend¬ 
ed  passage  of  House  Bill  1-commonly 
referred  to  as  the  “Pill  Mill  Bill”  -  and 
said  the  law  contained  “common  sense” 
requirements  for  physicians  who  pre¬ 
scribe  certain  controlled  substances. 
Despite  his  attempts  at  defending  the  bill, 
however,  every  physician,  medical  pro¬ 
vider,  medical  facility  and  patient  knows 
the  law’s  mandates  have  created  unneces¬ 
sary  burdens  and  cost  that  clearly  need 
to  be  corrected. 

House  Bill  1  was  designed  to  shut  down 
so-called  “pill  mills”  and  has  gone  a  long 
way  toward  doing  that,  something  the 
medical  community  has  long  supported. 
The  law  was  also  designed  to  have  physi¬ 
cians  and  others  use  the  state’s  KASPER 
system,  which  lists  a  patient’s  controlled 
substance  prescription  history.  It’s  use  in 
many  instances  can  certainly  be  helpful 
to  physicians,  although  Senator  Palmer’s 
statement  that  KASPER  reports  can  be 
run  in  seconds  was  a  stretch. 

House  Bill  1  also  mandates  several 
treatments  that  must  be  performed  prior 
to  prescribing  certain  controlled  sub¬ 
stances,  including  conducting  a  physical 
exam  and  writing  out  a  “treatment  plan” 
for  each  new  prescription.  These  require¬ 
ments  present  may  issues  for  practicing 
physicians  and  are  having  a  dramatic 
impact  on  patient  care,  costs  and  access 
to  care. 

The  worst  part  of  these  new  require¬ 
ments  is  that  they  contain  no  meaning¬ 
ful  exceptions,  which  makes  compliance 
in  every  situation  nearly  impossible. 

Take  the  example  of  a  hospital  patient 
to  whom  a  drug  has  been  prescribed 
to  address  post-operative  pain.  The 
patient  has  an  allergic  reaction  to  the 
medication,  which  induces  vomiting 
or  other  reactions.  The  surgeon  who 
performed  the  surgery  is  unavailable 
at  the  moment,  but  an  attending  phy¬ 
sician-  perhaps  a  hospitalist-is  on  the 
scene  and  could  prescribe  a  different 
medication  immediately.  But  according 
to  the  requirements  of  House  Bill  1,  the 
hospitalist  would  have  to  complete  all 


of  the  mandated  and  unnecessary  treat¬ 
ments  first,  which  would  take  valuable 
time.  Similar  examples  abound,  which  is 
why  the  legislature  should  not  mandate 
how  patients  are  to  be  treated  under  any 
circumstance. 

While  Senator  Palmer  seems  to  imply 
these  treatment  mandates  are  trivial, 
they  put  unneeded  waste  into  a  medi¬ 
cal  system  that  is  already  experiencing 
access  issues.  And  having  to  pay  for 
unnecessary  exams  and  other  require¬ 
ments  will  tax  patients’  pocketbooks, 
many  of  whom  now  pay  more  out-of- 
pocket  because  of  increased  deductibles. 

In  addition,  the  delays  in  seeing  a  phy¬ 
sician  or  other  professional  will  only  get 
worse.  Physicians  who  might  otherwise 
be  interested  in  moving  to  Kentucky  will 
be  repelled  by  nonsensical  mandates 
that  force  physicians  to  choose  whether 
to  provide  the  right  care  or  comply  with 
the  law.  The  fact  that  these  requirements 
have  criminal  penalties  associated  with 
them  make  it  that  much  worse  trying  to 
recruit  new  physicians  to  our  state. 

All  of  the  problems  stem  from  the  law 
passed  by  the  legislature,  not  the  regula¬ 
tions  published  by  the  board  of  medical 
licensure.  In  fact,  the  regulations-while 
far  from  perfect  themselves-do  contain 
meaningful  exceptions  to  requirements. 

Kentucky  is  losing  primary  care  phy¬ 
sicians  every  year  to  other  states.  A 
major  reason  is  the  lack  of  tort  reform 
to  protect  our  physicians  from  frivolous 
law  suits.  Practically  all  states  have  this 
protection.  When  we  add  House  Bill  1  to 
existing  problems  in  our  state,  attracting 
new  primary  care  physicians  is  difficult 
to  accomplish.  These  two  major  problems 
could  be  solved  by  legislative  action. 

The  state  Attorney  General  recently 
said  the  law  should  be  changed  because 
of  problems  encountered  by  physicians 
and  patients.  I  hope  Senator  Palmer 
agrees  and  makes  simple  changes 
that  avoid  patient  pain  and  suffering. 
Otherwise,  Kentucky  will  once  again  be 
the  state  that  others  point  to  as  the  exam¬ 
ple  of  what  Not  to  do.

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County  chooses  compensating  tax  rate

After  a  second  reading 
of  an  ordinance  involv¬ 
ing  county  tax  rates,  the 
Harrison  County  Fiscal 
Court  voted  to  take  the 
10.2  cent  compensating 
rate. 

Surprisingly,  many 
audience  seats  remained 
vacant  during  the  final 
reading  of  this  year’s  pro¬ 
posed  tax  rates.  However, 
the  few  occupied  seats 
were  filled  with  those  vot¬ 
ers  opposing  any  raise  in 
taxes  for  next  year. 

Members  of  the  TEA 
Party  were  present  to 
express  their  opposition 
to  the  county  taking  any 
kind  of  rate  that  would 
ultimately  take  more 
money  from  tax  payers. 

“Was  there  any  kind 
of  surplus  after  this  fis¬ 
cal  year?”  asked  TEA 
Party  member  John 
Chamberlin.  “If  so,  then 
why  would  the  county 
need  to  take  any  kind  of 
rate  that  would  take  more 
money  out  of  my  pocket.” 

County  Judge-Executive 
Alex  Barnett  explained 
the  county  did  have 
a  minimal  surplus  of 
money  after  the  fiscal 
year.  However,  he  remind¬ 
ed  the  court  and  listeners 
that  the  county  did  not 
take  any  compensating 
rate  last  year. 

Last  year’s  9.9  rate 
was  projected  to  land  the 
county  $784,971.  However, 


due  to  non-payers  and 
exemptions,  the  county 
only  banked  $717,00  of  the 
projected  revenue. 

“What  this  rate  is 
designed  to  do  is  to  keep 
our  income  the  same,” 
said  Barnett.  “I  can  see 
how  to  many  it  looks 
like  an  increase,  but  it 
will  generate  the  same 
amount  of  money  as  last 
year.” 

Barnett  further 
explained  that  prod¬ 
ucts  used  by  the  county 
including  oil,  rock,  salt 
and  fuel  continue  to 
increase  in  cost  each 
year. 

“The  state  looks  at  the 
increased  cost  of  prod¬ 
ucts  and  they  come  up 
with  this  number,”  said 
Barnett. 

Barnett  also  mentioned 
the  continued  number  of 
houses  being  added  to  the 
home  exemption  list. 

“We  lose  homes  every 
year  due  to  home  exemp¬ 
tions  and  property  value 
continues  to  decrease,” 
said  Barnett. 

The  compensating  rate 
for  2013  is  projected  to 
bring  in  $807,431  in  coun¬ 
ty  tax  money. 

A  call  for  vote  was 
made  and  seconded. 
Magistrates  Missy  Lutz 
and  Bradley  Copes  voted 
“no”  with  the  others  all 
voting  for  the  compensat¬ 
ing  rate.  Motion  passed. 


Also  discussed  was  the 
need  to  list  six  county 
vehicles  and  one  mobile 
trailer  as  county  surplus. 

A  motion  was  made  and 
passed  to  hold  a  county 
surplus  auction  sometime 
in  October  where  the 


vehicles  and  mobile  home 
could  be  auctioned  off. 

A  motion  was  also 
passed  to  fund  a  flagman 
during  the  construction 
of  Nebo  Road. 

“The  railroad  said  we 
must  have  a  flagman 


present  during  construc¬ 
tion  because  it  is  within 
25  feet  of  the  railway,” 
said  Barnett.  “The  total 
cost  for  five  days  will  be 
$5,432.” 

Barnett  said  the  money 
spent  on  the  flagman  will 


also  be  reimbursed  from  a 
state  grant  being  used  for 
the  road  construction. 

Finally,  the  court 
announced  that  the  Oct. 
23,  fiscal  court  meeting 
will  be  held  in  Berry  at  7 
p.m.

Clair  said  she  does  take 
consolation  in  the  fact 
that  her  daughter’s  killer 
will  not  be  getting  out  of 
prison  any  time  soon. 

“At  least  I  can  tell  the 
kids  he’s  not  getting  out,” 
Clair  said  of  Bryia’s  sur¬ 
viving  two  daughters. 

“Because  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  I  didn’t  want  to  go 
through  with  the  trial,” 
Clair  said  of  her  support 
of  the  plea  agreement. 

Still,  she  said,  her 
daughter  is  dead  and  her 
granddaughters  have  no 
mother. 

“They’ve  lost  a  lifetime 
of  spending  time  with 
their  mom,”  she  said.  “He 
can  talk  with  his  mother 
and  see  his  mother.  These 
girls  can’t.” 

Clair  admits  that  she 
remains  angered  by  the 
entire  ordeal. 

“I  wish  someone  would 
tell  me  how  not  to  be,” 
she  said.  “That  smirk  on 
his  face  just  brought  it  all 
back.” 

Clair  said  she  is  glad 
that  Webb  got  the  maxi¬ 
mum  allowable  sentence 
with  a  plea  agreement. 

“I  am  satisfied  that 
he’s  not  getting  out  in  my 
lifetime,  but  less  satisfied 
because  there  is  a  pos¬ 
sibility  that  he  could  get 
out  in  my  grandchildren’s 
lifetime,”  Clair  said. 

Last  Wednesday’s  court 
hearing  was  initially  set 
for  a  judge’s  ruling  on 
Webb’s  request  to  with¬ 
draw  his  Aug.  15  motion 
to  withdraw  a  guilty  plea, 
which  had  been  made  on 
July  18. 

However,  when  the 
courtroom  was  filled, 
Webb  was  escorted  to 
the  judge  where  he  told 
Judge  Delaney  that  he 
wanted  to  withdraw  his 
request  to  withdraw  his 
guilty  plea. 

The  judge  upheld  the 
Commonwealth’s  recom¬ 
mendation  of  a  50-year 
prison  sentence  to  run 
consecutively  with  a 
15-year  sentence  on  a 
Fayette  County  convic¬ 
tion  on  charges  of  third 
degree  assault  and  per¬ 
sistent  felony  offender. 
Those  charges  stem  from 
an  altercation  at  the 
Fayette  County  Detention 
Center  where  Webb  has 
been  held  following  his 
arrest  on  the  Bourbon 
County  charges. 

Since  his  convic¬ 
tion  in  Fayette  and 
Bourbon  counties,  he 
has  been  incarcerated 
at  the  Eastern  Kentucky 
Correction  Center  in 
West  Liberty,  Ky. 

He  was  also  convicted 
in  Bourbon  County  on 
two  counts  of  attempted 
murder.  He  is  serving  a 
50-year  concurrent  sen¬ 
tence  on  those  charges. 

He  will  still  stand  trial 
in  April  for  the  murder 
of  Sabrina  Vaughn.

Cynthiana’ s  Ghost  Walk  is  in 
its  sixth  year  of  storytelling

This  year  marks  the 
sixth  year  that  people 
from  all  over  the  region 
will  come  to  downtown 
Cynthiana  to  walk  the 
streets  into  the  history  of 
our  city.  The  Cynthiana 
Ghost  Walk,  started  six 
years  ago  by  local  story¬ 
tellers,  is  closing  in  on 
over  6,000  participants 
and  has  attracted  visitors 
from  states  as  far  away 
as  Arkansas  and  New 
Orleans. 

One  of  the  founders  of 
the  Ghost  Walk,  Roger 
Slade,  has  been  as  sur¬ 
prised  as  anyone  else  at 
the  success.  “It  started 
out  as  a  hobby  of  mine. 
I  remember  as  a  kid  that 
me  and  my  friends  were 
always  trying  to  scare 
each  other  with  spooky 
stories.  I  knew  the  sto¬ 
ries  well  and  one  day  my 
partner  came  in  and  told 
me  that  he  had  put  an  ad 
in  the  paper  for  a  Ghost 
Walk  and  we  were  going  to 
be  starting  it  on  Friday.” 
Slade  went  on  to  describe 


that  first  walk,  “When  we 
came  out  of  the  theater, 
there  were  over  50  people 
waiting  for  that  first  one. 
It’s  been  non-stop  every 
year  and  just  keeps  get¬ 
ting  bigger  and  bigger.” 

The  success  of  the  Ghost 
Walk  is  in  the  storytell¬ 
ing  excellence  of  the  staff. 
They  incorporate  a  lot  of 
history  of  Cynthiana,  a 
walk  to  (and  into)  some 
of  the  neatest  buildings 
the  town  has  to  offer,  and 
the  good  stories.  They 
tell  of  the  death  of  Harry 
Bailey,  go  into  the  old  jail 
and  tell  of  David  Sheely 
and  his  ghost,  stop  by  the 
old  log  cabin,  talk  about 
the  ghost  boy  in  the  1812 
building,  and  describe 
the  strange  happenings 
in  the  Seldon  Renaker 
Inn.  Then  it  is  back  to  the 
Rohs  Opera  House  which 
has  been  rated  by  most  as 
the  most  haunted  theater 
in  Kentucky  and  one  of 
the  most  haunted  build¬ 
ings  in  the  state.  There 
participants  sit  through  a 


presentation  of  audio,  pic¬ 
ture,  and  video  evidence. 

“We  have  people  take  our 
walk  that  don’t  believe  in 
ghosts  and  some  that  do.” 
Slade  said.  “I  don’t  know 
if  we’ve  ever  changed  any¬ 
one’s  mind  but  everyone 
has  a  lot  of  fun.  People 
who  are  into  history  enjoy 
that  part  of  it  and  people 
who  are  into  ghosts  enjoy 
that  part.” 

If  you  are  interested, 
the  Cynthiana  Ghost 
Walk  runs  Saturday’s  in 
September  at  9  p.m.  In 
October  they  will  run 
Friday  and  Saturday’s 
starting  at  7,  8,  and  9  p.m. 
Prices  are  $9  for  adults 
and  $5  for  children.  It 
is  not  recommended  for 
small  children. 

“Even  if  you’ve  taken  it 
before,”  Slade  added,  “it 
changes  a  little  each  year. 
The  stories  outside  don’t 
really  change  but  we’re 
always  getting  new  evi¬ 
dence  for  the  inside  part.” 
They  hope  to  reach  6,000 
participants  this  year.

The  Meyer’s  have  a  beef 
production  farm  with 
corn,  hay  and  tobacco  pro¬ 
duction  as  well.  The  farm 
is  going  through  some 
major  changes  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  and  producers 
will  get  to  see  many  of  the 
improvements  which  will 
aid  in  future  operations. 


Programs  will  include 
water  development,  feed¬ 
ing  area  development,  and 
seed  demonstrations.

With  the  start  of  fall 
comes  the  risk  of  cya¬ 
nide  poisoing  in  rumi¬ 
nants.  Cyanide,  prussic 
acid,  hydrogen  cyanide  or 
hydrocyanic  acid  poison¬ 
ing  are  all  terms  describ¬ 
ing  the  same  condition.  A 
number  of  common  plants, 
including  sudangrass, 
johnsongrass,  sorghums 
and  sorghum-sudangrass 
hybrids  contain  cyanogen- 
ic  glycosides  in  the  outer 
cells  of  the  plant.  Further 
inside  the  leaf  tissue  are 
the  enzymes  needed  to 
convert  these  compounds 
to  the  cyanide  poison. 

When  the  plant  under¬ 
goes  a  stressful  event  such 
as  cutting,  wilting,  freez¬ 


ing,  drought,  crushing, 
trampling,  chewing  or 
chopping,  the  plant  cells 
rupture  which  allows 
the  cyanogenic  com¬ 
pounds  and  the  enzymes 
to  combine  and  produce 
hydrogen  cyanide  gas. 
Ruminants  also  have 
microflora  in  the  rumen 
capable  of  converting  the 
cyanogenic  compounds  in 
the  plant  into  cyanide. 

The  toxic  gas  goes  to  the 
bloodstream  and  blocks 
a  necessary  step  in  the 
release  of  oxygen  from 
red  blood  cells.  The  ani¬ 
mal  essentially  dies  from 
lack  of  oxygen.  Clinical 
signs  of  cyanide  poison¬ 
ing  can  occur  within  min¬ 


utes  to  hours  after  con¬ 
suming  the  toxic  forage. 
Usually  the  affected  ani¬ 
mals  are  found  dead  but,  if 
observed  early,  may  show 
rapid,  difficult  breathing, 
frothing  at  the  mouth, 
muscle  tremors,  stagger¬ 
ing  and  then  collapse.  The 
mucous  membranes  (such 
as  the  gums)  are  bright 
pink  and  the  blood  can  be 
a  bright  cherry  red  color. 

It  is  important  to  rec¬ 
ognize  and  avoid  situa¬ 
tions  in  which  these  for¬ 
ages  pose  a  danger  to  live¬ 
stock. 

Cattle  and  other  rumi¬ 
nants  should  only  graze 
sorghum,  sorghum 
hybrids,  or  johnsongrass

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when  the  plants  have 
reached  at  least  18-24 
inches  in  height.  Do  not 
graze  plants  with  young 
tillers.  Do  not  graze  these 
plants  during  drought 
periods  when  growth  is 
severely  reduced  or  the 
plant  is  wilted  or  twist¬ 
ed  and  wait  at  least  one 
week  after  rainfall  to 
resume  grazing.  Do  not 
graze  at  night  when  frost 
is  likely.  Frost  allows  con¬ 
version  to  hydrogen  cya¬ 
nide  within  the  plant.  Do 
not  graze  for  two  weeks 
after  a  non-killing  (>28 
degrees)  frost.  It  is  best 
not  to  allow  ruminants  to 
graze  after  a  light  frost  as 
this  is  an  extremely  dan¬ 


gerous  time  and  it  may 
be  several  weeks  before 
the  cyanide  potential  sub¬ 
sides.  Do  not  graze  after 
a  killing  frost  until  plant 
material  is  completely  dry 
and  brown. 

If  a  high  cyanide  is 
suspected  in  forages,  do 
not  graze  or  feed  as  green 
chop.  If  cut  for  hay,  allow 
at  least  72  hours  or  lon¬ 


ger  before  baling  so  that 
the  cyanide  will  dissipate. 
Allow  thorough  drying 
because  toxicity  can  be 
retained  in  cool  or  moist 
weather.  Delay  feeding 
silage  six  to  eight  weeks 
following  ensiling.

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Cool  nights  and  short  days  initiate  bloom 


There  are  many  things  that  come 
together  that  allow  plants  to  thrive. 

When  it  comes  to  plants  native 
to  our  area,  we  are  not  required  to 
go  to  great  extremes  to  provide  the 
ideal  environment. 

An  ideal  environment,  howev¬ 
er,  means  a  great  many  different 
things  depending  on  what  kind  of 
plant  you  are. 

This  time  of  the  year  we  can  do  a 
couple  of  things  for  some  favorite 
flowering  plants. 

The  goal  is  to  mimic  a  plant’s 
native  habitat  as  closely  as  pos¬ 
sible;  this  is  difficult  in  our  homes, 
but  success  is  likely  if  you  move 
some  things  outdoors  through  the 
remainder  of  Autumn. 

For  many  tropical  flowering 
plants  we  can  initiate  bud  set 
through  managing  day  length  and 
nighttime  temperatures. 

Instead  of  sticking  your 
Christmas  cactus  in  the  closet  for 
12  hours  a  day  try  just  leaving  it  in 
a  dark  corner  of  the  yard  for  a  few 
weeks. 

The  flowering  of  many  plants 
(including  some  native  species)  is 
initiated  by  how  many  hours  of 
light  and  dark  the  plant  receives  in 
a  24-hour  period.  Likely  the  most 
famous  tropical  that  is  photoperi- 
odic  is  the  poinsettia.  How  many 
people  have  tried  to  initiate  the 
bracts  to  turn  red  by  sticking  their 
poinsettia  in  the  closet  for  12  hours 
each  day? 

I  usually  just  buy  new  ones  each 
December. 

There  are  some  other  photoperi- 
odic  bloomers,  however,  that  I  hold 
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onto  year  after  year;  and  I  have  dis¬ 
covered  a  reliable  way  to  get  them 
to  bloom  that  is  quite  simple. 

I  leave  many  of  the  plants  outside 
through  the  month  of  September 
(or  later,  depending  on  the  weather) 
so  that  they  can  naturally  experi¬ 
ence  shorter  days,  and  longer,  cool¬ 
er  nights. 

The  list  of  plants  that  spend  some 
time  chilling  outdoors  include 
Clivia,  holiday  cacti  and  several 
different  species  of  orchids. 

I  have  had  amazing  success  with 
this  very  simple  plan. 

Follow  the  forecasted  weather 
and  take  note  of  nighttime  tem¬ 
peratures. 

If  a  couple  of  nights  dip  below 
the  desired  temperature  bring  the 
plants  in  until  conditions  become 
desirable  again. 

The  holiday  cacti  (the 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and 
Easter  cactus)  can  be  left  outside 
to  experience  the  longer  and  cooler 
nights  of  late  summer  and  fall  until 
nighttime  temperatures  drop  con¬ 
sistently  below  50  degrees. 

There  have  been  some  years  when 
the  plants  have  already  set  visible 
buds  on  the  stems  while  they  are 


still  in  the  protected  corner  behind 
the  garage. 

We  typically  think  of  orchids  as 
being  sensitive  to  the  cold  when,  in 
fact,  several  species  are  quite  appre¬ 
ciative  of  cooler  temperatures  than 
our  homes  offer. 

The  very  popular  Phalaenopsis, 
or  butterfly  orchid,  appreciates  a 
light  breeze  and  some  cool  evenings 
to  about  55  degrees. 

Once  nighttime  temperatures 
drop  below  55  degrees  bring  the 
plant  back  indoors,  provide  bright 
light  and  fertilize  with  a  balanced 
fertilizer  every  other  week. 

The  Clivia  will  also  benefit  from 
some  chilling.  I  leave  mine  out  until 
temperatures  dip  below  50  degrees. 

Once  they  are  brought  indoors  I 
basically  set  them  aside,  in  bright 
light  and  check  on  them  once  a 
month. 

They  have  low  water  require¬ 
ments  in  the  winter  and  reward  me 
with  blooms  based  on  this  neglect. 

Water  is  another  component  for 
success.  For  many,  although  not 
exclusively,  a  dry  period  in  the  win¬ 
ter  is  recommended.  This  is  where 
understanding  the  native  habitat  of 
a  plant  comes  in  handy. 

If  you  come  from  a  place  where 
it  rains  all  summer  and  is  dry  all 
winter,  then  this  is  likely  what  you 
will  prefer  in  someone’s  house  in 
Kentuckiana. 

Keep  Clivia,  Phalaenopsis  and 
holiday  cacti  a  bit  on  the  dry  side 
during  the  winter  months.

back  to  the  mother  she 
always  feared  and  hated. 

As  the  movie  progresses, 
Nona  tries  her  hardest  to 
make  things  right  with  her 
daughter,  but  Shay  only 
wants  to  carry  her  grudges 
and  bear  her  bitterness. 

She  observes  her  moth¬ 
er’s  odd  habit  of  digging 
in  her  rose  garden  late  at 
night.  Finally  she  asks 
Nona  what  she’s  doing  and 
Nona  tells  her  she  writes 
her  prayers  on  pieces  of 
paper  and  works  them  into 
the  dirt.  Eventually  they 
become  part  of  the  soil 
from  which  beautiful  flow¬ 
ers  grow. 

Over  time  Shay  softens 
toward  her  mother  and  she 
starts  going  into  the  gar¬ 
den  herself,  burying  her 
own  prayers.  On  one  piece 
of  paper  she’s  written 
“fear”  and  another,  “for¬ 
giveness.” 

Nona  invites  Shay  to 
church  on  the  day  she’s 
giving  testimony  of  her 
sobriety  and  life  change. 
Shay  thinks  Nona  will 
include  a  public  apology  to 
her,  especially  for  the  time 
when  Shay  was  13  and 
Nona  took  off  for  a  week- 
long  drunk.  Terrified, 
Shay  slept  inside  a  closet 
every  night. 

But  when  Nona  doesn’t 
say  what  Shay  wants 
her  to  say,  she  stands  up 
and  shouts,  “Where  were 


you?”  Then  right  there  in 
church  the  two  of  them  lay 
all  their  hurts  and  shame 
and  guilt  and  bitterness 
bare.  But  they  don’t  rec¬ 
oncile.  Shay  won’t  accept 
Nona’s  apologies,  even 
though  Nona  truly  is  sorry. 
Even  though  that’s  what 
Shay  thought  she  wanted, 
it’s  not  enough. 

Shay  runs  out  and 
moves  in  with  a  man  she’s 
been  dating  —  and  gets 
pregnant,  just  like  her 
mother  had  done  twice. 
Throughout  the  movie 
Shay’s  biggest  fear  is  turn¬ 
ing  into  her  mother  and 
passing  down  their  family 
sins.  She  never  wanted  to 
have  children  and  consid¬ 
ers  aborting  this  baby. 

A  lot  of  other  stuff  goes 
on  in  the  movie,  but  to  fast- 
forward:  What  brings  Shay 
back  to  Nona  is  a  fire  set  by 
one  of  Nona’s  A  A  friends, 
Ivy,  who  sets  fire  to  Nona’s 
rose  garden.  When  Shay 
hears  about  it,  she  returns. 
Digging  through  the  dirt 
of  the  once-beautiful  rose 
garden,  Shay  finds  dozens 
of  pieces  of  paper  all  with 
her  name  on  it.  She  real¬ 
izes  that,  night  after  night, 
Nona  has  been  praying  for 
her. 

Something  breaks  inside 
of  Shay.  She  sees  her  moth¬ 
er  differently,  that  she’s  not 
the  monster  she  remem¬ 
bers  her  to  be.  She  real¬ 


izes  her  prayers  have  been 
answered,  that  she  for¬ 
gives  her  mother  and  that 
she’s  not  afraid  to  bear  the 
child  she’s  carrying.  She, 
too,  is  going  to  be  a  single 
mom  like  her  mother,  but 
hopefully  she’ll  be  like  the 
mother  Nona  has  become. 

Nona  tells  Shay  that  she 
thinks  she’ll  plant  morn¬ 
ing  glories  instead  of  roses, 
that  morning  glories  grow 
even  in  the  worst  kind  of 
dirt. 

Shay’s  middle  name  is 
Glory. 

The  movie  reminded 
me  that  some  people  say 
people  don’t  really  change, 
that  families  can’t  change, 
but  they  do.  All  things  are 
possible  with  God,  even  the 
breaking  of  generational 
sins.  Jesus  truly  does  make 
all  things  new. 

And  sometimes  the  most 
beautiful  and  hardiest  flow¬ 
ers  grow  in  the  worst  kind 
of  dirt,  especially  dirt  that 
contains  the  most  heart¬ 
felt  prayers  and  watered 
by  tears.

WHEREAS,  the  Cynthiana-Harrison  County -Berry  Joint  Planning  and  Zoning  Commission  has  proposed  a  new  zoning  ordinance 
to  apply  throughout  the  incorporated  and  unincorporated  area  of  Harrison  County,  including  the  City  of  Cynthiana,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Cynthiana-Harrison  County-Berry  Joint  Planning  and  Zoning  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  19th  day 
of  April  2012  and  has  proposed  and  recommended  adoption  of  the  new  zoning  ordinance,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Harrison  County  Fiscal  Court  wishes  to  enact  the  new  zoning  ordinance,  WHEREAS,  it  is  impractical  and  cost 
prohibitive  to  read  and  publish  the  new  zoning  ordinance  in  its  entirety  and  the  County  desires  to  read  and  publish  a  summary  as 
permitted  by  KRS  83 A .060  and  KRS  100.207  whereby  the  new  ordinance  may  be  adopted  by  reference, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  Harrison  County  Fiscal  Court  hereby  adopts  the  following  summary  which  is  to  be  read  and  published 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  KRS  83A.060,  KRS  100.207  and  other  applicable  law: 

AN  ORDINANCE  OF  THE  HARRISON  COUNTY  FISCAL  COURT  REPEALING  IN  ITS  ENTIRETY  ORDINANCE  NO. 
218,  SERIES  2006,  COMMONLY  REFERRED  TO  AS  THE  CYNTHIANA-HARRISON  COUNTY-BERRY  JOINT  PLAN¬ 
NING  COMMISSION  ZONING  ORDINANCE  OF  2006  AND  REPLACING  SAME  BY  ADOPTING  BY  REFERENCE  THE 
CYNTHIANA-HARRISON  COUNTY-BERRY  JOINT  PLANNING  COMMISSION  ZONING  ORDINANCE  OF  2012  AND 
FURTHER  PROVIDING  A  SAVINGS  CLAUSE,  SEVERABILITY  CLAUSE  AND  PENALTIES  FOR  VIOLATIONS . 

An  Ordinance  repealing  in  its  entirety  the  current  County  zoning  Ordinance  No.  218,  Series  2006,  commonly  known  as  the 
Cynthiana-Harrison  County-Berry  Joint  Planning  Commission  Zoning  Ordinance  2006  and  replacing  it  by  adopting  by  reference 
a  new  zoning  ordinance  to  be  known  as  the  Cynthiana-Harrison  County-Berry  Joint  Planning  Commission  Zoning  Ordinance  of 
2012;  providing  an  ordinance  dividing  the  City  of  Cynthiana,  the  County  of  Harrison  and  the  City  of  Berry  into  zones  or  districts 
of  such  shape  and  area  as  are  deemed  best  suited  to  carry  out  the  regulations,  regulating  the  location,  height,  number  of  stories 
and  size  of  buildings  and  other  structures,  regulating  the  size  of  yards  or  other  open  spaces  and  the  density  and  distribution  of 
population  and  the  uses  of  buildings,  structures  and  land  use  and  other  purposes;  prescribing  penalties  for  violations  which  will 
be  hereinafter  set  out  in  full;  providing  for  enforcement,  providing  for  a  board  of  adjustment  and  repealing  all  regulations,  resolu¬ 
tions,  orders,  ordinances  and  codes  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance;  containing  definitions ,  establishment  of  zones,  general  regula¬ 
tions,  regulations  for  zone  boundaries,  regulations  for  off-street  parking  and  access  control,  regulations  for  off-street  loading  and 
for  unloading,  regulations  for  fences,  walls  and  obstruction  to  view,  sign  regulations,  regulations  affecting  manufactured  homes 
and  mobile  homes,  regulations  affecting  cellular  antenna  towers  and  cellular  communications  services;  setting  forth  performance 
standards  for  industrial  zones;  providing  for  administration  of  the  zoning  ordinance,  including  an  enforcement  officer,  provisions 
for  building  permits  and  certificates  of  occupancy  and  providing  for  a  zoning  administrator;  setting  an  amendment  procedure; 
creating  a  board  of  adjustment  with  provisions  for  dimensional  variances,  nonconforming  uses  and  conditional  use  permits  and 
providing  for  appeals;  setting  out  specifications  for  paving  off-street  parking. 

Section  18.8  of  the  zoning  ordinance  provides  for  penalties  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  KRS  83 A. 060  (9)(c),  the 
full,  text  of  that  section  is  set  out  as  follows: 

SECTION  18.8  —  Penalties: 

Any  person  or  entity  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  upon 

conviction  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  (10)  but  no  more  than  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  for  each  offense.  Each  day  of  violation 
shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

A  copy  of  the  full  text  of  the  new  zoning  ordinance  to  be  referred  to  as  the  Cynthiana-Harrison  County-  Berry  Joint  Planning 
Commission  Zoning  Ordinance  of  2012  is  adopted  by  reference  and  is  made  a  part  of  the  permanent  records  of  the  County  and  a 
copy  of  same  is  available  for  public  inspection  during  regular  office  hours  free  of  charge  in  the  office  of  the  County  Judge  Execu¬ 
tive  located  at  1 1 1  South  Main  Street,  Cynthiana,  Kentucky.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY  OF  CYNTHIANA,  KENTUCKY: 

That  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  2012  is  hereby  fixed  at  17.4  cents  on  each  and  every 
$100.00  worth  of  taxable  real  property,  and  19.37  cents  on  each  and  every  $100.00 
worth  of  taxable  personal  and  mixed  property  subject  to  taxes  for  city  tax  purposes 
in  the  City  of  Cynthiana,  Kentucky. 

All  taxes  levied  herein  shall  be  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  City  of  Cynthiana, 
Kentucky  and  the  above  taxes  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  for  which 
they  are  levied. 

All  taxes  not  paid  by  the  30th  day  of  November  2012  shall  be  subject  to  penalty 
of  20%.
